ACCOMMODATION. 

The  74  beds  in  the  Hospital  are  allotted  as  follows  — 

Public  Wards  :  Male  18.  Female  26.  Children  18. 

Private  Wards  and  Cubicles  :  12. 

In  the  General  Wards  the  Medical  Staff  give  their  services 
entirely  free  of  charge,  but  all  patients  able  to  do  so  are 
expected  to  contribute  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance 
whilst  in  the  Hospital. 

Patients  in  the  Private  Wards  are  attended  by  their  own  medical 
men.  The  weekly  charge  is  six  guineas  per  week  for  a 
private  room,  and  four  guineas  for  a  cubicle  or  for  a  private 
ward  for  a  child. 

Massage,  X-Ray,  Electrical,  Ultra-Violet  Ray,  Diathermy  and 
Radiant  Heat  Departments  are  open  daily  (treatments  by 
appointment) . 

VISITING  REGULATIONS. 

The  following  are  the  days  and  hours  when  patients  may  be 
visited  by  their  friends  : — 

Adults  :  Wednesdays  and  Sundays,  2  to  4  p.m. 

Children  :  Wednesdays  and  Sundays,  3  to  4  p.m. 

(Parents  and  Guardians  only). 

Except  for  Urgent  Reasons  Visitors  cannot  be  admitted 
at  other  times.  Children  under  15  are  not  allowed  to 
visit  the  Wards  without  special  permission. 

Patients  on  the  Danger  List  may  be  visited  at  any  time. 
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The  Hon.  Secretary  is  always  pleased  to  welcome  visitors 
who  are  interested  in  the  work  of  the  Hospital.

IN  PRESENTING  the  69th  Annual  Report  and 
Statement  of  Accounts,  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  again  extend  their  grateful  thanks  to  all 
Subscribers  and  Donors  for  their  generous  support 
during  the  year  1938. 

The  number  of  In-Patients  during  the  year  was 
1,468  as  compared  with  1,351  during  the  previous  year, 
and  2,851  Patients  received  treatment  in  the  Out- 
Patient  Departments  as  compared  with  2,655  during 
1937. 

1,133  Operations  were  performed  as  compared  with  931 
during  1937. 

The  steadily  growing  demand  upon  the  Hospital  Services 
creates  increasing  needs  each  year,  and  the  Committee  has 
long  been  aware  of  the  pressing  need  to  rebuild  the  Women’s 
Balcony  Ward,  the  Massage  and  Electrical  Treatment  De¬ 
partments  as  well  as  to  build  additional  Private  Wards  to 
extend  the  Nurses’  Home  and  to  build  a  new  Domestic  Wing. 
In  addition  to  this  building  programme  the  installation  of 
a  new  X-Ray  apparatus  became  an  urgent  matter. 


GROWING 

DEMAND 


In  December,  1937,  the  Committee  launched  an  Appeal 
for  £30,000  to  enable  them  to  carry  out  this  programme. 
The  Corporation  of  Wimbledon  responded  with  a  promise  of

£2,000  towards  this  sum,  and  £4,000  has  been  received  from 
annual  Subscribers  and  others. 

The  Committee  are  most  grateful  for  this  response,  but 
feel  that  it  is  insufficient  to  enable  them  to  commence  build¬ 
ing  operations.  They  have,  however,  installed  a  new  X-Ray 
apparatus,  and  look  forward  to  the  time  when  further  dona¬ 
tions  will  enable  them  to  commence  building. 

FINANCE 

The  Balance  Sheet  shows  a  deficit  of  £609  on 
the  year’s  working.  This  is  primarily  due  to  heavy 
expenditure  on  new  boilers  amounting  to  £500,  as 
well  as  to  exceptional  expenditure  incidental  to  the 
Crisis  in  September.  A  further  large  item  of  ex¬ 
penditure  was  occasioned  by  the  installation  of  Emer¬ 
gency  Lighting  in  the  main  Theatre,  but  is  one  which 
the  Committee  is  fully  justified  in  the  interests  of 
safety  and  efficiency.

Under  the  Chairmanship  of  Dr.  A.  D.  Belilios,  a  most 
successful  Ball  was  held  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  Funds  on 

29th  April,  in  the  Town  Hall.  Mr.  Ralph  Lynn  presented 
the  prizes  and  many  people  brought  large  parties.  The 
financial  result  was  a  testimony  of  the  hard  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Ball  Committee,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 

Ball  is  established  as  an  annual  event,  contributing  alike 
to  the  pleasure  of  the  residents  in  Wimbledon  as  well  as  to 
the  Hospital  Funds.

TN  THE  ANNUAL  Report  for  1937  it  was  only  possible 
A  to  indicate  in  the  Lady  Almoner’s  Report  that  a  novel 
effort,  known  then  as  The  Matron’s  Equipment  Fund  had 
taken  hold  and  seemed  likely  to  become  a  source  of  perennial 
income,  derived  as  it  was  from  an  inner  circle  of  ex-patients 
and  a  sympathetic  outer  public. 

During  1938,  the  success  of  the  appeal,  initiated  by  the 
Matron,  strongly  supported  by  Mrs.  A.  T.  Henson  and  others, 
who  combine  technical  ability  with  intimate  knowledge  of 
local  conditions,  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a  Committee, 
styled  The  Wimbledon  Hospital  Equipment  Fund  Com¬ 
mittee.  It  has  as  Chairman  Dr.  Belilios,  and  as  Hon.  Secre¬ 
tary  and  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  T.  Henson.  It  is  composed  of 
active  members  who  continue  their  efforts  to  raise  money  for 
the  Fund  by  promoting  Whist  Drives,  Bridge  Parties  and 
Dances,  besides  the  conduct  of  the  “  Hospital  Shop  ”  and 
Canteen — an  enterprise  which  owes  its  conspicuous  success 
to  the  skill  and  initiative  of  Mrs.  Henson  and  the  helpers 
she  has  gathered  around  her. 

NEW  IDEAS.

The  revival  of  the  Collecting  Box  Campaign  has  also 
been  referred  to  this  Committee,  and  to  this  important  branch 
of  the  work  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cook  are  especially  devoting  their 
attention.

Report  of  the  Lady  Almoner 


THE  NUMBER  OF  PATIENTS  admitted 
during  1938  was  1,468 — an  increase  of  117 
over  admissions  in  1937.  The  number  of  days 
each  was  resident  averaged  16.42. 

Of  these  1,468  In-Patients,  1,070  were  resident  in  Wim¬ 
bledon,  134  in  the  New  Malden  area,  106  in  the  Merton, 
Mitcham  and  Morden  district,  55  from  Southfields  and  Putney 
and  103  came  from  other  parts  of  the  kingdom. 

In  the  number  of  Out-Patients  there  was  an  in¬ 
crease  of  196  ;  2,851  Patients  making  8,703  attendances. 
This  compares  with  the  previous  year’s  numbers  of 
2,655  Patients  making  7,364  attendances.

INCOME 


INCREASED  PAYMENTS. 

Contributions  received  on  account  of  Services  to  Patients 
during  1938  amounted  to  £7,108,  an  increase  of  £739  upon 
the  amount  received  in  1937.  This  total  includes  £2,316 
from  The  Hospital  Saving  Association,  and  £297  from  The 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund,  resulting  from  claims  made  on 
behalf  of  patients  who  are  contributors  to  these  provident 
schemes  ;  and  £218  from  claims  made  under  the  Rail  and 
Road  Traffic  Accidents  Act,  exclusive  of  direct  payments 
made  by  Patients  who  received  treatment  in  consequence  of 
such  accidents. 

£H  was  recovered  in  small  sums  from  Patients  towards 
the  cost  of  surgical  appliances,  etc.,  and  the  Samaritan  Fund 
of  the  Florence  Nightingale  Guild  of  the  Hospital  has  met 
sundry  outstanding  balances  in  individual  cases. 


OTHER  GIFTS. 

Of  Patients  from  whom  no  direct  contribution  lias  been 
received  in  the  Almonry  Department,  some  become  Subscri¬ 
bers  to  the  Hospital  or  the  Nightingale  Guild  or  other  Fund 
within  the  Hospital  ;  they  become  holders  of  Collecting  Boxes, 
send  gifts  in  kind  or  in  other  ways  give  useful  help.  Further, 
donations  from  their  Approved  Societies  may  appear  in  the 
List  of  Hospital  Subscribers  and  Donors  instead  of  under 
the  special  designation  as  Income.  The  amount  of  support 
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therefore  derived  from  Patients,  their  Approved  Societies 
and  their  Provident  Schemes,  their  Sports  Clubs  and  Em¬ 
ploying  Firms,  reveals  the  strength  of  the  effort  that  is  being 
made  by  Patients  to  retain  the  Voluntary  Hospital  System.

npHE  TWENTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  MEETING  of  the 

A  Ladies’  Association  was  held  on  Wednesday,  March 

16th,  at  the  Wimbledon  Hospital.  It  was  combined  with 
that  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  there  was  a  very  good 
attendance.  The  Chairman  of  the  Hospital  addressed  the 
meeting  and  gave  a  most  interesting  account  of  the  work 
done  during  the  past  year. 

During  1938,  122  Members  subscribed  to  the 

Ladies’  Association,  bringing  in  a  sum  of  £62  .2.6, 
and  the  Hon.  Treasurer  received  donations  amounting 
to  15/-. 

GREAT  OCCASION. 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  Bridge  Tea 
held  at  the  Mansion  House  on  January  26th ;  by  kind  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Lady  Mayoress,  Lady  Twyford,  who  is  the 
Committee’s  Vice-President .  Well  over  four  hundred  people 
came  to  play  bridge  in  the  Egyptian  Hall,  and  a  further 
fifty  arrived  for  tea  which  was  served  in  the  long  Parlour. 

The  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
say  how  grateful  they  are  to  Lady  Twyford  for  her  kindness 
and  generosity  on  this  occasion,  for  not  only  did  she  throw 
open  all  the  main  rooms  of  the  Mansion  House  for  her  visitors, 
but  she  also  provided  an  excellent  tea  for  all  those  present. 

It  was  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  afternoon,  and  the  sum  of 
money  collected  was  most  gratifying. 

This  enabled  the  Committee  to  present  the  Hospi¬ 
tal  with  two  urgent  requirements,  a  Radiant  Heat  and 
Light  Bath  and  a  Massage  Plinth,  and  during  the  year 
they  have  handed  Matron  £75,  in  order  to  buy  linen 
and  various  other  needs  for  the  public  wards.
